KUWAIT, March 21 (R). — The Emir of Kuwait, Sheikh 
Jaber Al Ahmad A!

As Carter offers Begin “security guarantees” 

Ceasefire declared 
by Israel in Lebanon 

TEL AVIV, March 21 (R). — Israel ordered its forces to cease fire in south- 
___ era Lebanon today, clearing the way for arrival of a United Nations peace 
force* Defence Minister Ezer Weizman ordered Israeli troops to stop shooting 
from 6:00 pjn* local time (16:00 GMT) across the whole south Lebanese 
front.

Advance party of U.N. force will 
move into S. Lebanon Wednesday 



UNTIED NATIONS, March 21 
(R). — An advance unit of the 
United Nation s Int erim Force 
In Lebanon (UNIFEL) will move 
into the Israeli-occupied south- 
ern region tomorrow in the wa- 
ke of Israel's unilateral cease- 
fire today, UN. officials rep- 
orted. 

The advance party will be 
d raw n from the existing UN. 
peacekeeping forces in Sinai 
and the Golan Heights. 

The strength and nationalities 
of the advance guard -were not 
Immediately determined. 

UN. officials said that, con- 
trary to earlier statements, the 
first troops would not be Aus- 
trians and Swedes. This was 
because the Austrian and Swe- 
dish governments must first 
obtain parliamentary approval 
for military participation in the 
force. 

Austrian Ambassador Peter 
Jankowitsch and Swedish Am- 


bassador Anders Thun bo rg we- 
re believed to be seeking clar- 
ifications from the U.N. about 
the duties of the troops in the 
force and the degree of risk im- 
posed on them. 

The force will be equipped 
only with weapons for self- 
defence. 

Canadian Prime Minister Pie- 
rre Trudeau was expected to 
discuss possible Canadian par- 
ticipation in the force during 
his meeting with Secretary Ge- 
neral Kurt Waldheim later to- 
day. 

The UN. force that will be 
sent to southern Lebanon will 
tty to prevent the recurrence 
of fighting and ensure against 
hostilities of any kind, accord- 
ing to its mandate from the Se- 
curity Council. 

But it is authorised to use fo- 
rce only in self-defence, inclu- 
ding resistance to attempts by 
forceful means to prevent its 


discharge of its duties under 
the mandate. 

The report on the proposed 
operations of the force prepa- 
red by Dr. Waldheim and ap- 
proved by the council envisag- 
es these in two parts: 

‘In the first stage, the force 
will confirm the withdrawal of 
Israeli forces from Lebanese 
territory to the international 
border. Once this is achieved, 
h will establish and maintain 
an area of operation as def- 
ied. In this connection it will 
supervise the cessation of ho- 
stilities, ensure the peaceful ch- 
aracter of the area of operation, 
control movement and take all 
measures deemed necessary to 
assure the effective restoration 
of Lebanese sovereignty. 

“The force is being establish- 
ed on the assumption that it 
represents an interim measure 
until the government of Leban- 
on assumes its full responsibi- 
lities in southern Lebanon.” 


The official announcement 
came at a time when Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin was 
due to meet President Jimmy 
Carter in Washington. 

Mr. Weizman bad been add- 
ressing the Knesset (parliam- 
ent) in a routine debate on en- 
listment of gii\ soldiers when he 
was urgently summoned away. 

Shortly afterwards the cease- 
fire order went out to Chief 
of Staff Lt.-Gen. Mordecbal 
Gut. 

The arrival of United Nations 
forces was held up by a dis- 
pute about who should cease 
fire first and a fresh artillery 
battle broke out earlier in the 
day near the port of Tyre. 

A military spokesman in Tel 
Aviv said Israeli forces at Bou- 
rg Rahal village, about five 
kms. northeast of Tyre, were 
shelled by Palestinian forces 
from the northern bank of the 
strategic Litani river. Israeli 
gunners fired back, the spok- 
esman said.

Military spokesmen said that 
apart from the shelling in the 
north-west, southern Lebanon 
was relatively quiet during the 
day.

Arabs accused of abandoning Palestinians 
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KUWAIT, March 21 (R). — 
Two prominent Palestinian co- 
mmando leaders today accused 
Arab countries of abandoning 
Palestinian guerrillas in the fa- 
ce of Israel’s invasion of sou- 
thern Lebanon but both said 
in press interviews here the 
commandos would not surrend- 
er or be easily defeated. 

Tbe Kuwaiti newspaper Al 
Siyassah quoted Mr. Salih. Kha- 
laf, a leader of Fateh, the big- 
gest commando group, as say- 
ing “the Arabs have left os 
alone in the battle- But this 
does not mean that we have la- 
id down arms. We are optimis- 
tic and if we lose a battle, it 
does not mean we lost every- 
thing.” 


The deployment of United 
Nations forces in southern Le- 
banon, under a Security Coun- 
cil resolution passed on Sunday, 
will not hamper commando mo- 
vement, Mr. Khalaf said. 

In what appeared to be an 
indirect threat to Arab countr- 
ies, he said “the Arabs will pay 
tbe price this time along with 
IsraeL’’ 

Mr. Khalnf said that in the 
last resort w aII we have to lose 
is our tents.” 

New unity 

The leader of the Democra- 
tic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (DFLP), Mr. Nayef 
Hawatmeh, told Al Siyassah the 


Palestinians were fighting in 
southern Lebanon without Ar- 
ab support. 

"They (Arabs) want to pu- 
sh us into a dilemma. But we 
are alert and not afraid of the 
Arabs nor of Israel”, Mr. Ha- 
watmeh said. 

Mr. Hawatmeh hinted that 
the Israeli onslaught bad crea- 
ted a common ground for diff- 
ering Palestinian groups and 
said “We no longer have re- 
jectionist or acceptors (of a pe- 
aceful settlement to the Middle 
East conflict). We are all in one 
position after being united by 
death and the gun.” 


King Hussein sends

But the Israeli command re- 
ported that no air or naval at- 
tacks were mounted during the 
day. 

Four refugees were killed in 
a taxi hit by an Israeli shell in 
south Lebanon today, eye-wit- 
nesses said. 

They said the taxi was blown 
apart when Israeli artillery po- 
unded an area around a bridge 
over the Litani river, eight kms. 
north of the port city of Tyre. 

Meanwhile President Carter 
said during the welcoming ad- 
dress for Mr. Begin in Washin- 
gton that Israeli acceptance of 
security guarantees could be a 
key step toward achieving an 
over-all Middle East peace set- 
tlement 

Neither Mr. Begin nor Mr. 
Carter alluded to the many pro- 


blems between the two coun- 
tries as they spoke during a 
trimxned-down ceremony on the 
White House south lawn, but 
MT. Carter made an unexpec- 
ted reference to the concept 
of security guarantees for Is- 
rael, which a succession of Is- 
raeli governments has resisted 
on grounds that Israel alone 
should be responsible for its 
own security. 

“Peace can come from a gu- 
arantee of security.” Mr. Car- 
ter said. It was not clear whe- 
ther he had a specific proposal 
in mind to present to the Isra- 
eli leader. 

Mr. Begin was restrained in 
his comments. He expressed 
hope that the spirit of his me- 
etings last December with Mr. 
Carter here and with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat in Is- 
mailia can be renewed. 

No comment 

This morning’s talks between 
the two leaders lasted over two 
hours, and Mr. Beehi was ab- 
out 40 minutes behind schedu- 
le as he left for lunch on Ca- 
pitol Hi!!. 

Neither Mr. Begin nor Presi- 
dent Carter answered que*tfons 
as Mr. Begin' left the White 
House. 

As Begin lunched with sena- 
tors. a group of some 250 sy- 
mpathisers of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation marched 
across Washington waving fl- 
ags, banners and placards. Th- 
ey rallied on the west steps of 
the Capitol and chanted anti- 
Begin slogans. 

At one point the demonstra- 
tors hurled an efigy of the Is- 
raeli Prime Minister to the gr- 
ound and stomped and spat on 
it 


PFLP rejects ceasefire 


BEIRUT, March 21 (R). — A 
Palestinian guerrilla leader said 
today that they would not obse- 
rve a ceasefire declared by in- 
vading Israeli forces. 

Mr. Bassam Abu Sharif, sec- 
ond-in-command of the radical 
Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine (PFLP), told 
Reuters : “We will not stop our 
attacks on the occupying for- 
ces until they withdraw from 
Lebanon.” 

Mir. Abu Sharif, whose guerr- 
illas have played a prominent 
role in the fighting, was com- 


menting on an Israeli decision 
to cease fire on all fronts at 
6:00 p.m. 

He said: “We will continue 
the guerrilla war untD the Zi- 
onist enemy realises we are 
serious. We also reserve the full 
right to continue fighting for 
the liberation of Palestine from 
inside the occupied territories.” 

Mr. Majid Abu Sharrar. head 
of the PLO information depart- 
ment, said “We began our ar- 
med struggle more than a de- 
cade ago and we will continue 
fighting until we have recove- 
red our homeland.”

In signed article in New York Times 

Sadat warns Begin's self rule 
formula encouraged violence 


NEW YORK, March 21 (AP). 
— Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat in a signed article on the 
op-ed page of the New York 
Times here today condemned 
the Israeli raid into Lebanon 
and warned that any further 
neglect of the rights of the Pal- 
estinians would be an open in- 
vitation to chaos. 

“Psychological barriers blurr- 
ed the vision of millions ac- 
ross the borders and rendered 
them totally incapable of thin- 
king of peace, let akme work- 
ing for peace,” he wrote. “Thus, 
much of my effort was devoted 
to the removal of these barrie- 
rs. Each party viewed the oth- 
er as the villain, which was 
not only wrong, but also mi- 
schievous, Under such circum- 
stances, hostility and hatred 
were reigning. But I kept ham- 
mering on the point that there 
is no substitute for peace. I did 
not conceive of my mission as 
a one-man crusade, rather, I 
wanted to spread and deepen 
the collective awareness of the 
necessity of working for peace 
in the face of all obstacles ... 

“The Begin formula for self- 
rule, which Is a misnomer, is 
based upon the continuation 
of occupation. Occupation is a 
form of violence- It generates 


counterviolence in one form or 
another. 

“Sad events of the recent pa- 
st have proven beyond doubt 
that any further neglect of the 


rights of the Palestinian people 
would be an open invitation to 
chaos in the area” Sadat wro- 
te.

Egypt accepts summit proposal 

CAIRO, March 21 (R% — Pre s i d ent Anwar Sadat has w e lcomed 
proposals for an Arab summit to ifiscuss Israel's invasion of 
south Lebanon; the semi-official newspaper Al Ahram reported 
today. 

Al Ahram said Mr. Sadat had sent messages to King Khaled 
of Saadi Arabia, King Hussein of Jordan and President Ahmad 
Al Ghashmi of North Yemen In which be approved the idea 
of a summit and any Arab effort to achieve ft united stand on 
present developments In the region. 

The paper said Mr. Sadafs messages to the three leaders 
were in rept; to messages sent by them on convening the Arab 
con f ere n ce; 

So far ten Arab states have appro v ed of the s u m m it They 
said a foreign ministers session should precede tbe conference. 
The meeting might be held in Egypt, Kuwait, Saadi Arabia or 
Sudan. 

Syria, Algeria, South Yemen; the Libyan JamaWriyah and 
the Palestine Liberation O r g ani sation (PLO) -- the “steadfast- 
ness front” -- have objected to the summit because of Presi-

with Jordan, would be a posi- 
tive force in the Middle East 
Unless a Palestinian entity is 
allowed to emerge, most Pales- 
tinians would feel bound to ta- 
ke action to liberate their la- 
nd. There will be no incentive 
for most Palestinians to con- 
duct any acts of violence aga- 
inst IsraeL The Israeli violent 
actions are playing into the 
hands of the extremists among 
the Palestinians.” 

“I firmly believe that the ill- 
conceived and ill-advised Israeli 
action against Lebanon was ou- 
trageous. It is a new obstacle to 
peace,” he continued. 

Sadat emphasised the role 
of the United States in the pe- 
ace negotiations and praised 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
for his grasp of the issues of 
controversy. 

Sadat wrote, J T Intend to 
continue my march on the road 
to peace in the weeks ahead, 
events of the past few days 
should not deter us. 

■^On the contrary, they dra- 
matise the need for progress 
more than ever before. I belie- 
ve that the gap between the 
positions of the parties could 
be bridged if we look ahead 
at the future instead of being 
prisoners of the past,” Sadat 
wrote. 
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It’s hard to fit 
a cluster bomb 
in a homeland 

Mr. Jimmy Carter, who is the President of the 
United States, and Mr. Menachem Begin, who is the 
Prime Minister of Israel, are holding talks in 
Washington today, and we are frankly worried that 
after these talks are over it may be difficult to 
remember who is the president of the United States 
and who is the prime minister of Israel. The lines 
between the political sovereignty and allegiances of 
the two peoples of Israel and the United States are 
very blurred already. We hope that this week’s talks 
in Washington do not complicate the matter further. 

We have, however, some suggestions for President 
Carter, a man we know to be essentially an honest 
person imbued with a true sense of moral values, 
however much this has to be covered up and muddled 
when he deals with Israel. We suggest to Mr. Carter, 
in his capacity as the President of the United States, 
that he ask Premier Begin whether Mr. Begin plans 
to keep using his American-made and American- 
supplied cluster bombs in south Lebanon to the point 
where so many Palestinians are killed .that there is 
nobody left to put in the homeland that Mr. Carter 
says is required to solve the Palestinian problem. If 
Mr. Carter can have this clarified, we would be 
grateful, as would many Palestinians, we assure him. 

We also suggest to President Carter, as have two 
of his American congressmen, that the State 
Department closely examine whether Israel’s use of 
American arms in invading south Lebanon is not a 
violation of the terms by which American arms are 
sent to Israel. If the Turks are angry because of 
American restrictions on arms deliveries to them 
because they used American arms to invade Cyprus, 
we think the same principles that promote anger 
should be applied in the case of Israel. Or is Israel 
exempt from the principles that govern the transfer 
of American arms to the rest of the world? 

If, after the talks with Mr. Begin. Mr. Carter still 
acts and speaks like the President of the United 
States, and not the rabbi of the Western world, then 
he would do everybody a service by answering these 
questions. 

Cluster bombs are nasty things. Homelands are 
tSoe things. But the two are not compatible.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


A 1 Ra’i and A1 Dustour Tuesday commented on the tenth 
anniversary of the Battle of Karameh when the Jordanian army, 
aided by Palestinian commandos, was able to defeat, with heavy 
losses, an Israeli invading force which tried to cross the Jordan 
River. 

“Ten years ago today, the Jordanian army shattered the 
myth of the invincible Israeli soldier,” AL RAT says in an edito- 
rial. The Karameh battle -was the first after the June 1967 defeat 
in which the Jordanian soldier and the Palestinian, commando 
stood shoulder to shoulder to defend Jordan’s sacred soil, and 
restore Arab honour. Indeed, the battle was the true antecedent of 
the victorious battle of 1973, the newspaper adds. 

It says that after ten years the Arab nation now stands bewil- 
dered and Incapacitated, to witness a dear part of Lebanon fall 
under Zionist occupation, while the Palestinians, along with the 
faithful Lebanese, are desperately resisting, in defence of every 
inch of Lebanese soil. 

The newspaper wonders about the “curious Arab indecision 
In confronting the new disaster which befell them in south Leba- 
non. Hence King Hussein’s recent call on the Arabs to rally in one 
unified rank to defend the Arab honour and Arab existence as 
wen.” 

AL DUSTOUR observe? that cooperation and coordination 
between the Jordanian army and the Palestinian commandos pro- 
ved its worth in defeating the invading force in the Karameh 
battle. This, it adds, reminds us of what is now talcing place in 
south Lebanon and of Jordan’s call, repeated over the past ten 
years, to build up the eastern front effectively so as to keep It 
organised and reinforce it with all Arab military and economic 
potential, on the basis that "our battle with the enemy is not yet 
over." 

Instead of losing time, the Arabs should now respond to King 
Hussein's call for an Arab summit to adopt a unified strategy 
capable of working against the enemy, making use of the Karameh 
lesson which should always be remembered by all the Arabs, A! 
Dustour concludes.

AMMAN, March 21 — The 
Sawalha Brothers Tourist Ho- 
tels, owners of the Grand Pa- 
lace Hotel, Sunday signed a 25- 
year contract with the Shera- 
ton Corporation for the mana- 
gement of their new five-star 
delux hotel presently under co- 
nstruction in Amman. 

Mr. Said H. Sawalha. a me- 
mber of the Board of Directors 
of Sawalha Brothers told the 
Jordan Times today that they 
had originally planned to me- 
rely expand the Grand Palace 
Hotel. But with the growing 
demand for iuxury hotel rooms 
they decided to construct a se- 
parate five-star hotel. The Gra- 
nd Palace is a four-star hotel. 

Mr. Sawalha said that fea- 
sibility studies convinced them 
that to have successful occup- 
ancy in a five-star hotel it was 
best to join one of the reputa- 
ble international chains. "Since 
the Middle East in general do- 
es not have individual hotels 
linked together in one marke- 
ting and reservation system, we 
decided that the best thing wo- 
uld be to join an international 
chain,” he said. 

They had discussed the op- 
tion with several different cha- 
ins but found Sheraton to have 
the most progressive ideas ab- 
out expanding in the Middle 
East. Sheraton already has se- 
veral hotels operating in the 
Middle East and some under 
construction. Mr. Sawalha said 
they chose Sheraton because 
of its “excellent control sys- 
tems on food and beverages, 
its aggressive sales techniques 
and advanced registration me- 
thods.” 

Sawalha Brothers decided to 
build the hotel about three ye- 
ars ago. The $20 million cost 
was provided by loans from lo- 
cal and international banks. 
Cosgrove Architects, an Am- 
erican firm, made the initial 
design with Sigma Consulting 
Engineers, a Jordanian firm, do- 
ing the follow-up design. Mor- 
ris Bailey is doing the interior 
design. 

Modem Form System, a Jord- 
anian construction firm, is bu- 
ilding the hotel, works on wh- 
ich began in 1976. At present 
the first two floors above gro- 
und have been completed and 
the hotel is scheduled to be 
completed in June 1979. 

The Sheraton Palace will be 
the tallest building in Amman. 
It will stand 22 stories high and 
consist of 300 rooms. The ho- 
tel will contain three restaura- 
nts, meeting rooms, a shopping 
arcade, a dinner-night club and 
a roof-top swimming pool. The 
swimming pool. Amman's first 
all-season pool, will be cove- 
red with a sliding transparent 
dome. 

Under the new arrangement, 
once the hotel is completed, 
Sheraton will take full respon- 
sibility for management of the 
hoteL 

It will initially provide fore- 
ign staff to help develop servi- 
ces to meet Sheraton's inter- 
national standards while a lo- 
cal staff is trained in Sherato- 
n's methods. According to the 
contract, Sheraton will receive 
a percentage of the hotel’s net 
profit

Jordan, Syria to tackle snags to economic 
integration

Minister of education explains 

Revised cumcufae, “life" 

classes inject a liberal 

note into Jordan’s schools

AMMAN, March 21 — Free- 
dom is the keynote of Jordan's 
new education policy. Minister 
of Education Dr. Abdul Salam 
Majali explained at an open 
question-and-answer session at 
die British Council last night. 
And this meant above all the 
freedom of the student, the 
minister continued, rather than 
just the freedom of the teacher. 

The beginning of this acade- 
mic year brought considerable 
changes in school syllabuses. 
For a start teaching hours we- 
re reduced by nearly 25 per 
cent “The whole thing was 
built around the student,” Dr. 
Majali said. 

The against 
mec han isation 

Freedom of course cannot be 
total. "Education is an inter- 
action of minds between pe- 
ODle” the minister said. And 
there roust be “give and take”. 
But a certain amount had been 
achieved to combat the mecha- 
nisation and systematisation of 
education in the country. The 
minister nointed out that two 
hours in the week were now tur- 
ned over to 'life” classes, in 
which the teacher was able to 
choose the programme, with- 
out being dictated to bv a syl- 
labus. He mleht take bis pupils 
to have a look at a barbel's 
shop for instance. 


If olives needed picking at 
a time when there were labour 
shortages, the head ma ster mi- 
ght now allow - - but not com- 
pel - - his pupils to go and help 
with the harvest during school 
hours. Since the curriculum re- 
organisation many courses at 
school have been entirely volu- 
ntary. 

The minister made it clear 
that he would like to take all 
this further. He said that he 
kept threatening his ministry 
that he was about to abolish 
the Tawjihieh exam at a stroke. 
But he explained that while 50 
per cent of the school popula- 
tion goes on to postisecondary 
training and 80 per cent of 
those do so abroad, exams can- 
not just be got rid of. 

The session at the British 
Council, part of a current se- 
ries on educational issues in 
Jordan, was relaxed and good 
humoured. The minister readily 
admitted that the government 
was not at all happy about pri- 
mary school syllabuses. 

Teaching the parents 

There was also concern, he 
said, that children are taught 
quite different things by their 
schools, by their families and 
by the radio and T.V. Integ- 
ration of all this. however, 
was difficult to achieve. He hin- 
ted that the media could be 
more cooperative. Parent-teach- 
er associations had been found 
not to work .very welL Asked 


provocatively whether it would 
not be more advisable to teach 
the parents, the minister re- 
plied that he agreed entirely. 
It was already open for them 
to sit for some school exams, 
he explained, and next year 
courses would be started for 
them. 

Asked about the govern- 
mentis attitude towards private 
schools, Dr. Majali replied: 
“We encourage private educe, 
tion”. He gave two reasons. Fir- 
stly freedom, and secondly the 
feet that private- schools, wh- 
ich educate ten per cent of the 
total student bodfr in Jordan, 
take a big load off government 
funds. 

Equal education for 
both sexes? 


Is Jordan committed to equal 
education for both sexes? Dr. 
Majali said that there was "no 
difference between girls and 
boys” in the educational sya- 
t«n- Girls accounted for about 
45 per cent of the student body 
in Jordan - -a figure, he said, 
which was comparable to the 
best in the world. 

But he also expressed con- 
cern that while women hurried 
off to train as doctors and 
engineers, Jordan was left with 
an acute shortage of nurses. 
Women, he seemed to suggest, 
are able to do most jobs, but 
there are some which cannot 
be left to the men.

The funny act of currencies 


I asked an American friend about his ex- 
pectations for the dollar. Would it keep on 
suffering, or would it have a chance of picking 
up? 

His answer was mixed. Had the coal 
miners' strike been averted, the U.S. balance 
of trade would have improved. Obviously, a 
coal strike put in jeopardy President Carter’s 
energy strategy. & also helped boost U.S. 
imports of oil. 

It is estimated that the U.S. trade deficit 
wfll be around $27 billion on average this 
year. The figure, by U.S. standards, is not 
actually that big. 

For instance, the U.S., as a Jordanian 
expert puts it. can impose a five to seven dollar 
surcharge on every imported barrel of oil and 
thus can solve the problem of the government's 
deficit, and may even ameliorate to a great 
extent the trade deficit as well. 

Yet. the Americans do not like such solu- 
tion as some prominent congressmen have 
made clear. 

On the other hand, let us look at the fluc- 
tuating fortunes of the French franc. 
Speculation that the leftists might take over 
was the main cause in the pre-elections drop 
in the value of the franc. 

Rich men, who can never be avid suppor- 
ters of the leftists’ nationalisation schemes. 


smuggled large amounts of francs outside 
France, into neighbouring Switzerland or other 
places. 

In effect, the francs which fled were sold 
on international markets for more solid cur- 
rencies. This action increased the supply of 
francs and caused its price (exchange rate) 
to drop. 

Now that the Gaullists and the other right- 
wingers have secured a majority for some time 
to come in France, the franc has begun to , 
improve. 

At whose expense will the franc improve? j 
If the dollar continues to reveal its current j 
weakness, and the coal miners grab what they 
want, the improvement in the French franc 
will exercise further pressures on the dollar. 
Even the current weakened position of the 
yen may not salvage the situation. 

It could be in the interest of the American 
economy to see the dollar decrease in value, 
but to what extent? The loss of its position as 
the leading international currency may be more 
expensive than the gain expected to accrue 
from gradual devaluation. 

Americans must step in to do something 
to maintain the dollar’s value. Such action 
should extend a little further than mere inter- 
ference by the central banks of Germany and 
Japan.

Tightened import policies he- 
lped die Soviet Union and ns 
East European allies cut their 
aggregate deficit in East-West 
trade sharply by $ 2. 5 bflUon 
last year, a United Nations 
survey said today. 

The aggregate deficit fell 
from $7-5 billion to $5 bflHon 
last year. It said, but Eastern 
debts to the West continued 
to increase to as much as $40 
bfllion. 

The overall performance of 
East-West trade was describ- 
ed as “sluggish” because the 
slow economic recovery in the 
West limited the growth of 
Eastern exports to that capi- 
talist area to a mere three 
per cent, according to the sur- 
vey. Imports were expected 
to decline by about five per 
cent, with estimates based on 
the figures for the first nine 
months. 

The slow increase in expor- 
ts limited the communist co- 
untries’ scope of fin a nc i n g fan- 
ports and also to service 


debts to the West, the survey 
noted. The net total amount 
of these debts, estimated at 
$32 to $35 billion at the end 
of 1976, may have gone up 
to $37 to $40 billion In 1977, 
it said. Ibis compares with a 
combined value o 1 $28 to $28 
billion for all Eastern expor- 
ts -- including services -- to 
the West tn 1977. 

The figures and comments 
were included in a 210-page 
survey prepared by the U.N.

But now the Italian Mi- 
nt, the Zecca, has become the 
centre of a commotion: It is 
accused of encouraging specu- 
lation, through its policy of 
giving away coin samples. The 
left is even trying to make 
onlitfcal capital out of the af- 
fair. 

The ancient tradition 
The background to the fuss 


is as follows: At the end of 
last year, the Italian authoriti- 
es decided to issue a new de- 
nomination of coinage, with a 
face value of 200 lire (about 
12 pence at the current rate 
of exchange). The mint, as al- 
ways, before proceeding to 
the mass production of coinage 
for legal tender, minted sam- 
ples. Following ancient cust- 
om, it distributed these as a 
Christmas present among its 
own 400 or so employees, and 
also to a limited number of 
prominent persons, including 
Members of Parliament and 
government ministers. 

Because of their scarcity, 
these coins bearing the lege- 
nd "sample” immediately acq- 
uired a premium value, espe- 
cially to coin collectors. Some

Jeddah’s planned sports complex 
will have something lor everyone

LONDON, (LPS) — Saudi 
Arabia's extensive programme 
for the building of sports ce- 
ntres will provide facilities se- 
ated to towns of 5,000. 25,000 
zr.d 200.000 people. However 
Jeddah is to have a special 
complex costing £35 million 
and tenders for construction 
are under consideration. 

The provision of sports clu- 
bs is one of the special res- 
ponsibilities of Prince Faisal 
Tbr. Fahad Ibn Abdul Aziz. 
General President of Youth 
Welfare. The new centres will 


be built to standards equal to 
any in the world. Space and 
equipment for some activities 
so far relatively unknown in 
Saudi Arabia will be provided, 
on the assumption that people 
will enjoy them given the op- 
portunity. 

Cooper, MacDonald and Pa- 
rtners, a leading firm of Bri- 
tish consultant engineers, hea- 
ds a professional design team 
for the centres that will serve 
towns of 25,000 people, and 
for the major Jeddah comp- 
lex. The firm is working with 
two architectural practices.

the project architect, and the 
John S. Bonnington Partner- 
ship, the consultant. 

Coastal site 

The Jeddah centre is located 
on the coast and will provide 
indoor and outdoor sporting 
facilities of Olympic standar- 
ds, including water sports and 
cultural activities. The provi- 
sion for indoor sports includes 
a main hall with courts for 
tennis, squash, handball, vol- 
leyball and basketball; an ice 
rink; bowling alleys, archery 
and rifle ranges; a competit-

ion swimming pool; a leisure 
pool and dub restaurants with 
seating for 200 members. Out- 
door sports facilities include 
a football pitch, an athletics 
ground, ball game courts and 
a marina, all of them flood- 
lit. 

A focal point of the comp- 
lex is the 5,000 seat sports 
stadium, which although stan- 
ding as a separate element is 
linked by a promenade to oth- 
er facilities. 

The cultural complex is ce- 
ntred on a theatre and confe- 
rence hall with seating for 
2,500 and a banqueting hall 
with full catering facilities for. 
1,000 diners. There are resid- 
ential units for visiting ath- 
letes and conference delegat- 
es; car parking facilities for 
1,000 cars; a beach cafeteria 
and public restaurant; and a 
mosque for 1,000 worshippers. 
AH buildings are air condit- 
ioned. 

Islamic arches 

The form of the buildings 
was generated by the conto- 
urs of the existing coastline 
and a requirement that the 
buildings should have a strong 
Islamic character. For this re- 
ason the designers have made 
the Islamic arch the dominant 
feature. 

In situ reinforced concrete 
construction generally has be- 
en adopted as being the most 
suitable solution for foe lay- 
out and building form, pro- 
viding both flexibility and ec- 
onomy. The only departure 
from this concept occurs wh- 
ere long span roofs are requi- 
red. In the auditorium and sp- 
orts hall areas, for example, 
structural steelwork construct- 
ion has been selected. 

Site preparation will involve 


raising the earth levels and 
changing the shore line by 
placing fill material. The vol- 
ume of filling required is dic- 
tated by the need to raise the 
ground floors of the buildings, 
as well as the arena, car par- 
ks. and major access ways, 
well above high water levels. 
In addition to site filling, the 
depth of water within the bay 
must be increased substantial- 
ly, for swimming and water 
sports activities, by dredging. 

Pleasant surro undin gs 

This basic work will be fol- 
lowed by landscaping, tree 
planting, land -drainage and 
irrigation installations aimed 
at maintaining the best pos- 
sible outdoor environment. 

Plans already made for the 
Indoor sports and cultural bu- 
ildings have a restrained ele- 
gance expressed in three col- 
ours -- black, beige and pal- 
omino. These are used -- in 
changing sequences --in ebo- 
ny doors, stained woodwork, 
carpeting, and in artificial su- 
ede celling and wall panels. 
This colour mix is offset by 
abundant green foliage in fix- 
ed planters, and extensive use 
is made of tinted glass in do- 
ors and panoramic windows.

come a valuable bonus. Any 
attempt to end the current 
practice would probably run 
into most opposition in this 
quarter. 

But why the fuss just now 
over a custom of such long 
standing? The answer seems 
jto be that the general Issue 
of a new coin for mass circu- 
lation has attracted more at- 
tention than the more typical 
special issues which from time 
to time have provided roppor- 
tunities for profitable specula- 
tion.

NEW YORK (IPS) — The fuel 
gauge is registering near emp- 
ty, but up ahead a service sta- 
tion sign looms large and in- 
viting in the gloom. 

You see no pumps as you 
drive in, smell no gasoline in 
the air. The employee who 
steps forward to take your 
order as you pull up to a lo- 
ng. low bench has no olt sta- 
ins on his uniform;

Wait a minute. Removes 
the battery?

But those are today’s cars 
-- inefficient, air-befouling ob- 
solescent heaps, fated to go 
the wav of the dinosaurs who 
gave their all to make tbe ofl 
that fuels them.

Compelled to electrify 

The energy administration 
-- ERDA as it is known 
is co mmi tted by Act of Cong- 
ress to start America on the 
road to electric vehicles by 
commissioning the building, 
within a year, of 2,500 such 
cars. They will serve to de- 
monstrate their capabilities 
and encourage their use. 

And that. ERDA hopes, will 
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herald a transformation that 
will change America’s motor- 
ing habits and bring about the 
quick-change, old battery out 
-- new battery in service sta- 
tion mentioned earlier. 

Archie Kelley, a southern 
California representative for 

ERDA, who with colleagues 
nation-wide works on the elec-, 
trie vehicle project, says the 
agency is starting small. 

He said the agency's imme- 
diate instructions are to de- 
monstrate the practicality of 
electric vehicles. “We hope to 
do that with shows and de- 
monstrations of the cars we 
have on order now to fill the 
requirements of the act. 

“But our over-all mission Is 
to reduce dependence on fore- 
ign oil by shifting the burden 
of America’s transportation 
from gasoline-powered vehicl- 
es to electricity. 


- - to shuttle staff around Wa- 
shington. These four-passeng- 
er vehicles, similar in design 
to a small, imported sedan, 
have top speeds of S3 kms. 
(55 miles) an hour and can 
travel about 40 kms. (25 miles) 
in stop-go city traffic before 
the batteries need recharging. 

Cot pollution 

Besides curbing gasoline 
use, says Mr. Kelley, the car 
of the future also promises to 
cut automobile pollution sub- 
stantially, especially In the big 
cities. 

“Apart from the fact chat 
the electric car has no exha- 
ust emissions," says Mr. Kel- 
ley, “there is the considerat- 
ion that what little pollution 
there Is - - apart from the in- 
finitesimal loss of electrolytes 
from the battery itself --is 
restricted to the power stat- 
ion that produces the energy 
the car runs on. 

“And it is, of course, easier 
to clean up pollution from st- 
ationary sources such as po- 
wer plants than it is from mo- 
bile pollution-spewing cars 
travelling about ail over tbe 
city. The future of electric ca- 
rs also promises a future of 
smogfree air.” 
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$160 mOUora for r esearch 

Hie act to which Mr. Kel- 
ley refers is Public Law 94-413. 
It provides for a total of $160 
million to be spent by ERDA 
on research and development 
and promotion of electric cars 
through 1981. Some of that 
money will be lent to small 
businesses involved in produ- 
ction of the vehicles and their 
equipment. 

Needs of such agencies as 
the Postal Service and tbe 
Department of Defence are 
also required under the act 
to study the practicality of 
using any electric cars ERDA 
may come up with, and to be- 
gin phasing In those vehicles 
as soon as they become ava- 
ilable. 

Tbe U.S. Postal Service al- 
ready plans to acquire more 
than 400 electric cars -- when 
they are available --for use 
as mail delivery vans at post 
offices in California and Ari- 
zona. 

Already ERDA itself uses 
-electric cars -- made for the 
agency by a small Ohio firm 


Range problem 

ERDA doesn’t expect all 
problems to be solved over- 
night. The 2,500 cats it pla- 
ns to demonstrate are expec- 
ted to have a range of 80 
kms . (50 miles) -- and thus, 
batteries of reasonable size. 

It Is the range problem that 
bothers most consumers inte- 
rested in electric cars, says 
Bob Ross, a San Diego (Cali- 
fornia) car dealer who also 
sells the Seb ring- Vanguard 

Citicar, a two-seater that car- 
ries a $3,200 price tag and 
has a range of just under 80 
kms (50 miles). 

If the car quits on the high- 
way, the motorist faces a ease 
of frazzled nerves, Mr. Ross 
admits. 

“It's a little hard to any 
an extra can of electricity ar- 
ound with you. About the only 
thing you can do is to let the 
car sit for a couple of hours 
until it charges up enoug h to 
move it** 

Mr. Kelley is confident, ho- 
wever, that the problems will 
be solved soon - - as confident 
as he is that America’s wheels 
of the future will be powered 
by off-peak electricity.

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Smith, 3 moderates 
sworn in as Rhodesia’s 
transitional cabinet 

SALISBURY, March 21 (Agencies). — Premier Ian Smith and three black 
nationalist leaders today were formally sworn in to office to head a transi- 
tional gover nment designed to lead Rhodesia to one-man, one-vote elec- 
tions, black rule and an end to almost a century of white supremacy. Mr. 
Smith and the three blacks -- Bishop Abel Muzonewa, the Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithole and Chief Jeremiah Chirau - - will form a Supreme Executive Coun- 
cil in the new administration. The council’s first meeting was to be held 
today. 


The swearing-in ceremony 
took place at the prime official 
residence Independence House 
--so named after Rhodesia’s 
Unilateral Declaration of Inde- 
pendence from Britain in 1965. 

The four leaders were sworn 
in one after the other in the 
/lining hall by the Suffragan 
An glican Bishop of Mashona- 


land, the Rt- Rev. Patrick 

Murindagoma. 

The nationalists bad insisted 
on a neutral to officiate over 
the ceremony, rather than, as 
usual with new ministers, the 
white Rhodesian President Mr. 
John WrathalL The bishop is 
black.

Vlets say Cambodians 
launched new attacks 


BANGKOK, March 21 (AP). 
— Vietnam today reported Ca- 
mbodian naval and ground at- 
tacks into its territory and cl- 
aimed hundreds of the intru- 
ders were killed north of Ho 
Chi Minh City and in the Me- 
kong River Delta. 

A Voice of Vietnam broad- 
cast from Hanoi said two Ca- 
mbodian infantry divisions with 
full naval support landed to at- 
tack Vietnam’s southwest sea- 
coast town of Ha Tien March 
13-15 and 70 Cambodian sol- 
diers were put out .of action 


on March 14 in one area near 
the town. 

The broadcast said on March 
15 two Cambodian battalions 
struck into Song Be Province 
north of Ho Chi Minh City 
“committing various crimes” 
against civilians. 

Official Vietnamese media 
yesterday described grisly at- 
rocities committed against 
men, women and children in 
three villages in the province 
last Saturday. The latest re- 
port appeared to site the same 
series of incidents. 


First woman to sail 
single-handed round 
the world is Polish 

WARSAW, March 21 (R). — After almost two years, a 
Polish yachtswoman has become the first woman to sail single- 
handed around the world, the news agency PAP reported today. 

Mrs. Krystyna Chojnowska-Liskiewicz, 41, a ship-budding 
engineer, completed her circuit of the globe in two days short 
of two years aboard the 9.5 metre yacht Nazurek, PAP said. 
She has achieved the feat ahead of Britain’s Naomi James 
and Brigitte Oudzy of France who are both making single- 
handed bids. 

Mrs. Liskiewicz was expected in Las Palmas in the Canary 
Islands in three or four weeks. "I am very happy indeed.” she 
told PAP by radio. "There were times when I thought I would 
never manage it, but now it is all over with." 

She was feared missing in the Atlantic for more than a 
month until she made contact with a Polish Antarctic station 
on March 3 or 4. Mrs. Liskiewicz left Cape Town on the final 
leg of her voyage on Feb. 5.

The transitional government 
will give blacks unprecedented 
political power in Rhodesia 
and a three-to-one majority in 
the Executive Council. 

But Executive council de- 
cisions are by consensus, giving 
any one leader the right to 
veto. 

Mr. Smith will remain nomi- 
nally Prime Minister and the 
existing white-dominated legis- 
lature will be convened from 
time to time to legislate tran- 
sitional government decisions.

All 170 people who were watching the film Opera- 
tion Thunderbolt at a Zurich cinema last night were 
evacuated safely. 

Police said they did not exclude the possibility that 
last night’s fire was linked with the first blaze at a 
cinema in Berne last Friday night in which nearly 
$160,000 worth of damage was caused.

Somalia walks a cautious 
independent line following 
its defeat in the Ogaden 


By David Storey 

MOGADISHU, March 19 <R). 
— Somalia is showing great 
caution as it edges through 
the labyrinth of big-power po- 
litics towards a new Interna- 
tional position after its defe- 
at in the Ogaden war. 

President Mohammad Siad 
Barre, confronted by overtur- 
es from East and West, from 
Arabs and non-aligned states, 
has so far avoided commuting 
his Moslem country of noma- 
ds and traders to any one 
political camp. 

Saturday an American dele- 
gation arrived to discuss the 
whole range of U.S. -Somali 
relations at file end of a week 
when the Soviet ambassador 
called on the president seve- 
ral times, according to diplo- 
matic sources. Yugoslavia's 
Foreign Minister Milos Mlnic 
came to present die views of 
file non-aligned movement. 

In this socialist country 
where all major decisions are 
handled by the Central Com- 
mittee of file ruling Revolu- 
tionary Socialist Party, keep- 
ing secrets about government 
policy is not a great problem. 

Somali withdrawal 

But after it became dear 
that Somali forces had no ch- 
ance of standing up to Eth- 
iopia’s Cuban and Russian-ba- 
cked onslaught in the Ogad- 
ea the government announced 
that regular Somali troops 


would be withdrawn from Og- 
aden. Five days later. It an- 
nounced that they had been 
pulled out. 

This had been demanded by 
both Moscow and Washington 
as a first step towards bring- 
ing some form of settlement 
to the Horn of Africa. But the 
move gave no due as to wh- 
ere, if anywhere, the Soma- 
lis were about to jump. 

Informed sources in Moga- 
dishu believe it was proposals 
from Washington which had 
the greatest Influence In per- 
suading President Siad Bure 
to t ake the withdrawal deci- 
sion, praised by the U.S. State 
Department as a statesman- 
like approach. 

When tibe U.S. delegation 
arrived last Saturday Its lead- 
er, Assistant Secretary of St- 
ate for African Affairs Rich- 
ard Moose, said President Car- 
ter was confident that coope- 
ration between Washington 
and Mogadishu would bring 
peace and stability to the re- 
gion. 

He added that Mr. Carter 
had a profound respect for 
the Somali leader and people. 

But there has been no con- 
crete indication whether So- 
malia has declared itself wil- 
ling to bow to Washington’s 
principal condition lor milita- 
ry and economic aid -- that 
Somalia should make a renew- 
ed commitment not to dishon- 
our the International bound- 
aries With either Ethiopia or 
Kenya. 


It is significant, however, 
that the Carter administration 
has already started discussio- 
ns with the Senate on send- 
ing defensive weapons here. 

Soviet position 

The biggest question mark 
hangs over the Soviet posit- 
ion. 

An article in the daily bul- 
letin of the Western Somalia 
Liberation Front (WSLF) said 
a peasant woman in an Qga- 
dea village overrun fay Ethiop- 
ian forces was saved from ex- 
ecution when Soviet military 
men intervened. 

The bulletin said they set 
her free and asked the Ethio- 
pians to be careful In future 
about maltreating innocent ci- 
vilians. 

Some diplomats in Mogadi- 
shu believe the Russians are 
arguing strongly with the So- 
malis that the pressure they 
bring on Ethiopia has preven- 
ted serious massacres of So- 
malis In the Ogaden. 

They are also arguing that 
they are the only ones in a 
position to force Addis Ababa 
to allow some autonomy to 
the ethnic Somalis in the 
Ogaden. 

Keen on aon eB g m 

This, file diplomats say, is 
why Somalia is keen to main- 
tain a free hand In its dealings 
with file Soviet Union. 

The visit last week by Yu- 
goslavia’s Minic was aimed 


specifically at presenting the 
advantages of non-alignment 
to the Somali leader. There is 
speculation in diplomatic cir- 
cles in Mogadishu that the 
Americans too would like to 
see Somalia adopt a fairly in- 
dependent line. 

When he left, Mr. Minic 
was quoted by the Somali 
news agency Sonna as saying: 
“I am confident that the OAU 
(Organisation of African Uni- 
ty) is capable of working out 
a just and lasting solution to 
the conflict between . Somalia 
and Ethiopia.” 

Diplomatic sources also po- 
inted out the emphasis put by 
the U.S. on the idea of non- 
intervention in African affaire. 

They say Washington is 
willing to give President Siad 
Barre commitments to help 
rebuild the army after the ei- 
ght-month war and to aid So- 
malia's economic development, 
hit by the termination of the 
big Soviet presence last Nov- 
ember. 

If at the same time Wash- 
ington encouraged Somalia's 
political independence, diplom- 
ats believe this would be par- 
ticularly welcomed by the co- 
nservative Arab states, whose 
influence and interest in So- 
malia Is great 

The Arabs, particularly Sa- 
udi Arabia, Sudan and Egypt, 
are extremely worried about 
a possible spread of Soviet 
influence in East Africa and 
the Middle East possibly ra- 
diating from Marxist Ethiopia.

Against South's six spade 
contract West led the jack of 
diamonds. Declarer ruffed, 
cashed the ace of spades, 
noting the 3-0 split, and 
unblocked the ace of hearts. 
Then he led the ten of 
spades, and Hazen paused 
to take stock. 

It seemed that declarer 
had made a silly play, con- 
ceding a trick to the jack 
of trumps when obviously 
there was no need to. Since 
declarer was not known as 
the soul of charity when it 
came to the play of the cards, 
why was he acting so munifi- 
cently? 

Hazen was not completely 
sore of the answer, but one 
thing he knew: If declarer 
was keen to lose a trump 
trick, it could not be right 
to oblige! So Hazen allowed 
declarer to win the trick. 

Declarer followed with the 
ace and king of clubs, and 
: again Hazen applied the 
same principle: If declarer 
left trumps in the game, it 
could not be right to ruff. 
He sluffed a diamond, and 
discarded again when de- 
clarer continued with the 
queen of clubs. Now there 
was no way for declarer to 
avoid losing two club triples 

Observe if Hazen accepted 
declarer’s largesse, the con- 
tract would have made. De- 
clarer would have had an 
entry to the table to dis- 
card his losing dubs on the 
K.-Q of hearts.
